service. Dependable, efficient and mod- 


ern telephone communication, he said, 
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is one of the state’s most vital assets. 

An informative talk on the subject 
of “Call By Number” was delivered by 
M. M. Loomis, Omaha, general traffic 
manager of the Northwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. 

Mr. Loomis reviewed progress that 
had been made in improvement of long 
distance service, noting that average 
completion time for calls in 1909 was 
15 minutes, and 25 years ago it was 5 
minutes. Today, calls go through in en 
average of from 1!2 to 2% minutes 
with inter-toll dialing cutting about 30 
seconds from average calls. This is 
beneficial to both the customer and the 
company because it means better serv- 
ice for the caller and more efficient use 
of facilities for the company. 

That is why encouraging the cus- 
tomer to call by number is important. 
About one minute per call on the av- 
erage is saved when the number is 
given, Mr. Loomis stated. Also, there 
is less chance for error because there is 
less information to be recorded on toll 
tickets. 

“Requirements for a Successful Busi- 
ness” was the subject of John E. Tate, 
business consultant of Omaha. 


Mr. Tate compared advantages of 
living and doing business in the United 
States with that of socialistic England 
and communistic Russia. In other coun- 
tries people are told where to work and 
how much they will receive. They lack 
many of the basic freedoms that Amer- 
icans take for granted. 

Stressing the importance of profits 
in a free economy, he said business 
must make a fair profit to give good 
service and keep government out of 
business. For these reasons, every per- 
son should expect and want business to 
make profits because this is to his own 


as well as to the general interest. 


Lt. George A. Schultz Jr., command- 
ine’ officer of the Omaha Filter Center 
spoke on the subject ‘Air 
System.”

OME TIME BACK, we received a 
letter from Mark D. Young, man- 
ager of the Cozad (Neb.) Mutual 

Telephone Co., in which he informed 
us that a plumber friend of his made 
use of a novel device for locating water 
pipes, gas pipes, sewers or other buried 
He said the entire out- 
fit cost only about 20 cents and would 


metal objects. 


accurately locate underground pipes or 
cable except when these were placed 
under iron-reinforced pavement. The 
device was explained as follows by Mr. 
Young: 

“Get two 3/16x36-inch copper-coated 
mild steel welding rods from your 
blacksmith shop or garage. Put them in 
a vise and bend 6-inch handles at right 
angles. This will leave 30-inch pointers. 
The bend should be square. 

“For operation, grasp the handles 
loosely in the palms of the hands with 
the handles as nearly vertical as pos- 
sible. This will leave the pointers in a 
horizontal position. It is a good idea 
to place the handles in loosely fitted 
copper tubes so that they will turn 
freely when grasped in the hands. The 
fists should be held together with the 
elbows close to the sides. This is to 
provide stability. 

“With the pointers straight ahead, 
cross the cable or pipe location at right 
angles, walking very slowly. It is best 
to start several feet back of the cable 
location for best results. When a point 
directly over the cable has been reached: 
the pointers will turn outward in the 
direction of the cable run.” 

We hesitated to mention this device 
when the letter was first received from 
Mr. Young some time ago. Since that 
time, however, we have had an oppor- 
tunity to test this simple device and 
find that it actually does work as 
stated, although nobody to date has 
been able to explain why. I have seen 
ordinary wire coat hangers formed into 
pointers and they will locate under- 
ground pipes and cables accurately. 

A friend of the writer, H. S. Stark- 
weather, Signal Corps engineer of the 
Second Army Area, tells us that his 
splicers have used such a device for 
several months now and that they have 
been able to locate cables accurately in 
every case. 


Daniel Seitz, plant superintendent of 
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the York (Pa.) Telephone & Telegraph 
Co. also had used this device and Dan 
was asked to prepare a story with illus- 
trations. His article appeared on page 
18 of the Mar. 21 issue. 

The only trouble with this is that 
you look so silly using such a device 
that someone may eall the nearest 
booby hatch to have the men in white 
coats come and try to lead you away 
from your work.

We note that outside telephone booths 
are installed one to each block in some 
of the new housing developments 
around the nation’s capital. It is under- 
stood that these are to provide interim 
service until such time as cable dis- 
tribution plant can be provided so that 
individual telephones may be installed. 

It is further understood that these 
booths will be used until all houses can 
be furnished conventional type service 
in order that the telephone company 
cannot be accused of playing favorites. 


At the present time, there is a defi- 
nite need for some means of providing 
individual line service on rural lines at 
a reasonable cost. It is believed that 
one possibility of accomplishing this is 
by the use of a carrier system. 

While this is entirely feasible these 
days, the cost would be prohibitive with 
the equipment available. However, it 
may be possible at some future date to 
design an inexpensive carrier system, 
to be powered from the, central office, 
so that 12 or more channels may be 
superimposed on one pair of open wire. 

If and when such a system is made 
available, it is believed that we will 
have acceptable rural line service at a 
rate customers can afford to pay.

(). Will you please explain the use 
of chemical control of brush and small 
trees, and advise whether it will be suit- 
able for use on rural lines? We under- 
stand that there has been some objec- 
tion to this treatment in the past and 
we hesitate to adopt its use in our terri- 


tory for this reason. 


A. The hand-cutting of brush o1 
en wire line rights-of-way has been 
dificult and expensive task for the 
ist hundred years, or more. The in 
creased cost of labor in recent years 
d the expansion of telephone plant 


is forced the development of a more 


ynomical method of brush control. 
Herbicides which were non-toxie to 
mans or animals were first intro- 


n the 
mulation of these herbicides have 


iced in 1945. Improvements 


been made each year since their intro- 
duction until now they prove an effec- 
tive and economical method of brush 
control. 

There has been much criticism of 
e chemical method of brush control 
! Linly by people who were not thor- 

ghly familiar with its use. For ex- 
ample, it has been claimed that spray- 
destroys game and fowl. Actually, 
s unharmful to game and chemical 
sh control eliminates serub brush 
and small trees which previously cov 
ered the native grasses and weeds. 
Now that these are exposed, they grow 
and provide excellent feed for fowl and 
game. 

he claim that brush-spraying caused 

re hazard is also unfounded. There 
‘ actual cases on record where a 
e sprayed right-of-way has actually 
sped forest fires by acting as a fire 
break. 

» date, records of many large util- 

companies indicate that the cost of 
chemical spraying has proved more eco- 
ical and the effects longer-lasting 
hand-cutting. 


We should like to be advised as 
to what effective means may be em- 
pli-ed to keep a manhole ventilated 
Whon poisonous gases accumulate in 
haroful quantities. 

We suggest the use of a power- 
( n blower. Small light-weight 
blo vers, powered either by electric mo- 
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tors or gasoline motors may be ob 
tained which will deliver 800 cubic feet 
of fresh air per minute. 

A flexible 8-inch air hose may be 
used to conduct fresh air from the 
blower to the bottom of the manhole to 
force ventilation. This hose is the ac- 
cordion type that extends to 15 feet 
but flattens and folds tightly fo 
storage. 


©. Will it be possible to use the two- 
man type portable earth drill for dig- 
ging holes on a pole line construction 
job? We hesitate to try this type of 
earth drill as we fear that our men will 
not be able to stand up under = the 
strain of using it. Any information you 
can give us on this subject will be 
greatly appreciated. 

A. We have never witnessed one of 
these drills in operation, but we have 
seen movies of them in use on the job 
and from all indications they do not 
place undue strain on the men who 
operate them. 

Several different manufacturers have 
drills of this type on the market and, 
from reports we have received, they 
prove entirely satisfactory for use in 
the setting of small poles. 

One earth drill of this type may be 
equipped with either a 5 or 7-horse- 
power light-weight gasoline engine. 
Augers with 6, 9 or 12-inch diameters 
may be used. A heavy duty transmis- 
sion, with a 60:1 reduction gear, pro- 
vides tremendous torque for fast o1

heavy drilling. The drill is constructed 
of lightweight meals and weighs only 
79 pounds, including the 6-inch auger. 


©. In our exchange, all the ducts 
are filled in the conduit run extending 
from the office manhole. This conduit 
is completely under paved streets and 
to add ducts would be costly. Can you 
suggest the most advantageous and eco- 
nomical means of providing additional 
ducts along this conduit run? 

A. It would appear that the best and 
most economical remedy for this situa 
tion would be to combine cables f 
smaller sizes into one large one. For 
example, you may pull out two 660 
pairs and install one 1200-pair. Usu 
ally, a finer gauge of cable may be used 
to extend the cable pairs for several 
blocks from the central office without 
excessive increase in resistance of th 
loops affected. 

If, for any reason, the above arrange 
ment cannot be employed, it may be 
necessary for you to construct a new 
conduit run in parallel to the present 
one. If this becomes necessary, you 
may be able to locate this run between 
the curb and the sidewalk to prevent 
disturbing the pavement in the street. 
This practice is used in some localities 


to very good advantage. 


©. We are contemplating the cut- 
over to dial of our small telephone sys- 
tem and heretofore the operator has 
handled all of the doctor’s calls when 
he is not in the office. Now that we will 
not have operators and he does not have 
aun office girl we are at a loss as to who 
will keep track of the doctor's calls 
when he is making his rounds. 

A. It is suggested that you considet 
the use of a telephone answering device 
that is presently available for this pur 
pose. This machine will deliver a mes 
sage, tell where the doctor can be 
reached, when he will return, ete. It 
will also record the message a calle 


wishes to leave for the doctor.

Q. Will you please advise us whether 
the 16-pin crossarm is considered satis- 
factory for use on rural lines? 

A. This crossarm has been’ used 
quite successfully in certain localities 
for a number of years. As a rule, its 
use is not recommended in_ localities 
where strong winds prevail or sleet 
loading is heavy.

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IVIL DEFENSE is. everybody’s 

job and, because telephone service 

is essential in meeting the emer 
gency of an enemy air attack, men and 
women engaged in the telephone indus- 
try should be willing and eager to con- 
tribute their time and effort toward 
civil defense. 

An article entitled “Be Alert to Civil 
Defense” by Mrs. Thomas F. McManus, 
Civil Defense Department Chairman, 
which appeared in a recent issue of 
“The American Legion Auxiliary 
News” points out that there is an im- 
portant job for every woman in this 
field. Excerpts from the article are 
given below: 

“If you can drive a car, run an office, 
cook, operate a switchboard or a type- 
writer; if you know the fundamentals 
of nursing, or a thousand other every- 
day jobs, there is a job for you that 
might help save lives. A volunteer job 
in your town’s civil defense program 
means planning to give as many hours 
a week as you can. According to sci- 
entists who have studied the effects of 
the atomic bomb at Hiroshima, civil 
defense can cut “A” and “H” bomb 
tatalities in half. 

“Remember the hundreds of times 
you have said: ‘I pledge allegiance to 
the Flag of the United States and to 
the Republic for which it stands.’ Make 
good that pledge! If you really mean 
it, there’s a call you will make to your 
civil defense headquarters. Loyal men 
and women volunteers are needed ur- 
gently; needed to protect your town or 
city against the effects of a possible 
bomb attack. Surely this is worth your 
giving a little time, a little work. The 
lives you save could be your family’s, 
or your own. The threat of atomic 
warfare is one we must face, no mat- 
ter how much we dislike it. 

“As you read this, Operation Sky- 
watch is underway. While most units 
of the Civil Defense Corps are training 
to restore vital services and care for 
casualties after enemy bombers attack 
the city, the Greater Chicago Air De- 
tense Filter Center concentrates on de- 
tecting and attacking the bombers when 
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they are hundreds of miles away from 
the target. In effect, the system oper- 
ates as follows when the Ground Ob- 
servers and Air Defense Filter Cen- 
ters are active. At 8 a.m., let us 
suppose a formation of low-flying 
enemy bombers is seen approaching the 
United States by means of the Great 
Cirele route which would bring them 
in over Minnesota. They pass over 
Minnesota and enter our area of re 
sponsibility. They have been reported 
on all this time and now Chicago goes 
into action. The Black Hawk, ground 
observer, has spotted the formation 
and immediately lifts the receiver and 
says, ‘Aircraft Flash.’ The operator is 
trained to route the call immediately 
to the Chicago Filter Center. There 
another civilian will say, ‘Air Defense, 
go ahead.’ The Black Hawk observer 
then says, ‘Many, Multi; Low, No De- 
lay; Alpha papa, Ol’ Black; North two 
miles, flying southeast.’ To which the 
Chicago voice will reply, ‘Check, thank 
you.’ The coded message is translated 
to a dot on the gridded map at the 
Chicago Filter Center. It is then re- 
layed to another gridded map at the 
Air Force radar station. At this point, 
the situation passes from civilian to 
Air Foree radar station, which, after 
checking flight plans and other means 
at hand, knows this to be an enemy 
flight, and immediately goes into action 
by dispatching jet fighter intercepters 
to investigate and attack when enemy 
identification is made. 

“Do you yearn for adventure, also 
safety of your country and loved ones? 
If so, act now and defeat the Russian 
cold war by winning your wings. 

“Suecess or failure of this or any 
subsequent operation depends upon 
you! Skywatch went into effect under 
the supervision of the Air Force. Civil- 
ian and military personnel took over 
the job of searching the skies on a 24- 
hour basis. The area whose skies are 
scanned by the Chicago Filter Center 
and observation posts reporting to it, 
includes parts of Wisconsin, Iowa, 
Minnesota and Indiana.
